Upon All of Us"

our free and liberal form of #o\ eminent, l>ut In our 
purpo.-e to m a i n t a i n the high principles of justice ami 
h u m a n i t y upon which our institutions are. founded. 
The f u l f i l l m e n t of this purpose in turn depends upon 
th" s o l i d i t y of the ^o\eminent and our readiness to 


defend its integrity. 


Our success in the war was not due to forethought 


in preparedness, but to exceptional circumstances 


which made it possible to prepare after war had been 


dttlaied. 
I t j^ mv belief that if America had been adequately prepared, 


our rights would never have been violated, nor our safety threatened. 


In discussing preparedness it should be remembered that our tradi- 


tions are opposed to the maintenance of a large standing army. 
Our wars 


have practically all been fought by citix.en soldiery. 
Rut we have pemst- 


entiv faded to train our citizen-soldier in time of peace, and waited until 
war was upon us before making any move to that end. 
While recognix.ing 


the principle that e\ery citr/en may be railed as a soldier, we have never 
emphasised the obligation of the i n d i v i d u a l to prepare hiniM-lf to serve 
his country. 
Yet it is a debt to the country that falls upon all of us. 


From a purely military standpoint our policy should provide first, a 


permanent military establishment large enough to guard against sudden 
attack; second, a force sirilicient to meet our international obligations, 
pr.rticularlv on the American c o n t i n e n t : third, such force as may be nec- 
essary to meet our internal requirements; fourth, a trained citix.en reserve 
organized to meet the emergency of war. 


In the piepnration of our young manhood for service in defense of 


their country, there are many personal benefits that the course of training 
would bring. 
It woidd develop the physical vigor and manliness of our 


youth and sharpen their mentality. It would teach self-discipline and 
respect for constituted authority. As recent experience has shown, it en- 
courages i n i t i a t i v e and gives young men confidence in their abilities. 
'I be- 


thought and the act of preparation for service increase t h e i r patriotism. 
Association with men from all walks of life strikingly emphasizes our 
democracy. 
The training broadens the views and increases the value of 


our youth as citi/etH. 
It is especially needed among our alien population, 


a large percentage of whom are illiterate. 


In considering a resent1, we already have a nucleus in our trained 


units that have had experience in the war. 
I refer to the units of the 


National Guard as well a« those of the so-called national army. 
They 


have returned w i t h traditions, history, pride of service, and high ideals of 
citizenship, all of which together constitute a valuable asset in any organi- 
zation. I should like to see those divisions held together, retaining their 


officers in so far a« t h e i r efficiency records show them capable of perform- 
ing the duties of t h e i r respective grades. 
1 would retain the organization 


of these divisions and u t i l i z e them as reserve divisions into which the 
young men would pass as they cuine from the army or finish in the train- 


ing cam] is. 


In a reserve army it should be pointed out that there is great neces- 


sity for a large number of thoroughly trained officers, not only for the 
combat troops, but for the \arious staff corps and departments, including 
the general staff. 
These officers should be very carefully tested and, de- 


pending upon his qualifications, each should have a d e f i n i t e assignment 
to some particular u n i t or headquarters. 
An especial effort should be 


made to retain in the reserve those officers, and men as well, \\ho during 
the war performed their duties efficiently. 


There is a moral side to the sort of t r a i n i n g in question. Our experi- 


ence in the war proved thai in the association of young men together for 
a common purpose there was developed not only a new sense of patriotic 
obligation, but a very high moral a t t r i b u t e in the individual.

Our jHJ^ilji'ii and iniluona- in world aiTairs arc 


not nipniiuroil by our wonllli anrl population, nor yet Ir 


our froo and Iilirral form of ijovornniont, hut by our 


purpose to maintain tho luph principlcB of justice and 


hunuinily upon wln(*h our inPtilulionB aro founded. 


The fullillment of this purpose in turn depends upon

Our Rurress in the war was not duo to forethought

preparedness, 
hut 
to

duiaieil. 
It j.s my belief that if America had been adequately prepared, 


our rights would never have heen violated, nor our safety threatened. 


In discussing preparedness it should be remembered thai our tradi- 


tions are oppn^nd to the mainlenance of a large standing army. 
Our wars 


have practically all been fought hy citixen soldiery. 
But we have persist/- 


ently failed to train our citijien-soldier in time of j)eace, and waited until 


war was uj)on us before making any move to that end. 
While recognizing 


the principle that every citizen may be ealled as a soldier, we have never 


omphasixed the obligation of the individual to prepare himself to serve 


his country. 
Yet it is a debt to the country that falls upon all of us. 


From a purely mih'iary standpoint our policy should provide 
first, 
a 


permanent military establishment large enough to guard against sudden 


attack; second, a force suilicicnt to meet our international 
obligations, 


particularly on the American continent: third, such force as may be nec- 


essary to meet our internal requirements; fourth, a trained citizen reserve 


organized to meet the emergency of war. 


In the pre]iaration of our young manhood for service in defense of 


their country, tlicre are many personal benefits that the course of training 


^vould bring. 
It would develop the physical vigor and manliness of our 


3'oulh and sharpen their mentality. 
It would teach self-discipline 
and 


respect for constituted authority. 
As recent experience has shown, it en- 


courages initiative and gives young nuMi confidence in their abilities. 
The 


thought and the act of preparation for service increase their patriotism. 


Association with men from all walks of life strikingly em))hasizes 
our 


democracy. 
The trainiiig broadens the views and increases the vahie of 


our youth as citizens. 
It is especially needed among our alien population, 


a large percentage of whom are illiterate. 


In considering a reserve, we already have a nucleus in our trained 


"units tliat have had experiejice in the war. 
1 refer to the units of the 


National Guard as well as those of the so-called national army. 
They 


have returned with traditions, history, pride of service, and high ideals of 


citizenship, all of which together cijnstitute a valuable asset in any organi- 


zation. I should like to see those divisions held together, retaining their 


oflicers in so far as their eiTiciency records show them capable of perform- 


i n g the duties of their respective grades. 
1 would retain lhi> organization 


of these divisions aiul utilize them as reserve divisions into which 
the 


y o u n g men would pass as they come from the army or linish in the train- 


i n g cain])s. 


In a reserve army it should be pointed out that there is great neces- 


fcity for a large numl)er of thoroughly trained ollicers, not only for the 


combat troo]'>s, but for the various staiT corps and de])artmenis, including 


the general staff. 
These oHu^ers should be very carefully tested and, de- 


pending upon his qualifications, each should have a definite assignment 


to sonie parti(»uhir unit or head(]uarters. 
An especial efl'ort should 
be 


made to retain in the reserve those olljcers, and men as well, who during 


the war jierformcd their duties efiicicntly. 


There is a moral side to the sort of training in question. 
Our experi- 


ence in the war proved that in the association of young men together for 


a common purjxise there was develojunl not only a neAv sense of patriotic 


obligation, but a very high moral attribute in the individual.
